‘‘The struggle to complete 


African independence continues 


In the last three decades, 50 
nation-states have been 
established on the African 


continent, and several in the 
Caribbean, and there has been a 
resurgence of African 
Consciousness among our people 
throughout the world. Now the 
thrust is towards breaking the 
economic and political 
dependencies inherited from the 
colonial era, and creating 
economic and political 
self-reliance for African people. 
These are the concerns of the 
Sixth Pan African Congress.” 

It was just these concerns that 
the distinguished elderly 
statesman of Pan Africanism, 
and established author C.L.R. 


James, spoke of when he 
addressed students at noon 
yesterday. 


As he articulated in his 
speech, many changes have 
taken place since the last Pan 
African conference held in 1945. 

The Sixth Pan African 
Congress will be revolutionary 
by comparison. It is slated for 
June 1973 and will be held in 
the United Republic of 
Tanzania 

He stressed self reliance which 
must be established this time 
around. He said that “self 
reliance and independence are 


directly proportional to our 
ability as a people to utilize 
modern tools of science and 
technology for our liberation.” 

Of independence he said that 
for the Blacks of South Africa, 
‘their time is not far off.” 
According to James, the 2 
million white minority of South 
Africa have shown through their 
behavior that they are either 
“crazy or afraid of revolution.” 
And I think, he continued, that 
“it is a result of fear.” It is an 
“urgent issue’’ to get the blacks 
of South Africa free of the 
oppressive whites. ‘The time has 
come for South Africans to get 
rid of that domination,” he 
concluded. 

Turning to the Blacks of 
American he stated that their 
problem is even more severe. He 
attributed this to two basic 
issues; that American Blacks are 
an insignificant minority among 
white America and that the 
tremendous power of the U.S. is 
concentrated in the hands of 
white industry. 

A third emphasis of the Pan 
African Congress is the 
establishment of a center for 
science and technology to serve 
the needs of the African people. 
It must be designed to attract 
and instruct the Africans on the 
geopolitical structure of their 
country. Further, he stated that 





the focus must be for organizing 
experts who can finance ana 
operate the center for Africans 
all over the world. 

But James came not just to 
talk about the Pan African 
Congress but to issue a call for 
support and to establish the 
relevance of that call. 

In 1945 the primary intent of 
the congress was to establish 
political independence. James 
contended that there can no 
longer be a distinction between 
‘“‘complete economic control” 
and political independence. 

In speaking of the conference 
and its importance, he spoke of 
the contributions of American 
Blacks. 

Calling it the “finest history 
book” James read passages of 
W.E.B. Dubois’ Black 
Reconstruction as a means of 
establishing the Black problem 
and a Black view in America. 

Black people are “deeply 
rooted in American history”’ he 
told the audience, and 
participation in the Pan African 
Congress can provide an 
opportunity to “do something 
to bring it out of its isolated 
situation.” 

There will be an American 
group attending the Pan African 
Congress in June and it is hoped 
that they can establish some 
means to overcome the “mental 
frustrations Blacks must face in 
the U.S.” 

In closing his talk he said that 
he is now prepared for the 
“great battle which will take 
place in June 1973.” 


Meat Boycott Is issue Senate Can Sink Teeth Into

The first action the Student 


Senate took last Thursday was 
to graphically illustrate their 
unanimous support for a local 
meat boycott. 

As a symbolic gesture the 
Senate was presented with a 
clear cut choice of either meat, 
in the form of a rather 
unappetizing |ooking hamburger 
or a nicely prepared hot dinner 
of refried beans. Now, to me 
there would be no doubt in the 
decision even before the vote 
was actually taken. 

The vote was taken by passing 
out the hamburgers and hot 
dishes to everyone and then 
circulating a trash bag to collect 
the discarded product. 

All in all, it was an effectively 
staged protest put on before the 
Channel 13 News camera 

After the Senate's dramatic 
demonstration, Bruce McNitt, 
Coordinator of Environmental 
and Consumer Affairs, gave an 
overview of the activities of his 
committees 

McNitt stated that there has 
not been much work done on 
projects involving students on 


campus. He said this was due to 
the difficulty involved in 
motivating students. As a result 
much of the work done has been 
with the aid of community 
groups 

McNitt’s committees were 
active in pointing out to the 
public the dnagers involved in 
building nuclear power stations. 
He has been particularly 
opposed to the PG&E Rancho 
Seco plant, since it is within the 


Sacramento area should any 
radioactive acc occur. 
McNitt has 0 «ttended 


legislative nearings in the 
Assembly concerning the issue 
of allowing PG&E to complete 
construction of the Rancho 
Seco plant and others Iike 1t. He 
took particular interest and took 
notes concerning the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s position 
on nuclear power plants 

McNitt has also circulated a 
petition calling for a moratorium 
on building nuclear power plants 
for generating electricity. He 
feels this petition was necessary 
in order to try and build a 
political basis for opposttion. 


These very same committees 
have gathered information 
concerning the needless 
slaughter of porpoises by the 
tuna industry world-wide. The 
tuna industry uses drag nets to 
catch tuna and in so doing, they 
snare countless porpotse since 
these playful animals travel with 
the tuna schools. The porpoise 
become entangled in the nets 
and drown. 

McNitt was asked why the 
emphasis on nuclear power over 
the porpoise question. He 
answered that nuclear power got 
the major stress because there is 
the Rancho Seco plant in the 
area that poses a potential 
danger to everyone in this area. 
He feit the porpoise issue was 
being handled adequately by 
independent research being done 
in San Francisco 

The Student Senate approved 
a Board of Fiscal Matters 
recommendation for approvai of 
an authorization of $1,600 from 
the Fine Arts Reserve to fund 
the upcoming Chicano Cultural 
Festival 

The Chicano Festival of the 


Arts will be conducted on 
Friday, April 27, and Saturday, 
April 28. 

The Chicano Festival will 
include speakers and four 
workshops will be conducted. 
They will include literature, art, 
music and drama and be put on 
by local and national experts in 
each field. 

It is hoped that there will be 
from 250 to 300 people 
participating in the festival, 
including Chicano students, 
faculty, and community as well 
as the student body at large. 

There are well known 
speakers scheduled: In literature, 
Dr. Tomas Rivera, professor of 
Romance Languages at the 
University of Texas at San 
Antoinio; in drama, Luis Valdez, 
founder and director of the 
world known Teatro Campesino; 
in art, Dr. Jesus Trevino, 
contemporary Chicano Art film 
maker; finally in music, Adrian 
Ruiz, faculty member at the 
University of Southern 
California Music Department. 

The Board of Fiscal Matters 
also recommended that the 


Senate approve an expenditure 
of $900, from the General 
Reserve, to purchase three ten 
watt transmitters for KEG 
Radio (the dormitory telephone 
carrier radio station). The Senate 
approved of this unanimously. 

KEG Radio was founded in 
the spring of 1971 by students as 
a training ground for radio 
announcers. The program has 
the advantage over KERS 
Radio in that KERS requires a 
3rd Class license from the FCC, 
and KEG requires no license. 

This is due to the fact that 
there is no direct transmission 
over the airwaves. The signal is 
carried over telephone wires. 
The new transmitters are to be 
used for the current three 
dorms, the two under 
construction, and Westbridge. 

The KEG Radio program 
submitted a budget as a new 
activity and as such plan to 
continue as an on-going activity 
in association with KERS 
Radio and Forensics.

‘We have 9-million alcoholic or problem 
drinkers in this nation, more than 50-million 
persons who smoke cigarettes. The laws governing 
the sale and use of these items have been an utter 
failure.” 

Moscone is so far the only major gubernatorial 
candidate to support the complete legalization of 
marijuana.

If the cuts in federal child care funds ever do 
become more than paper proposals. a foresighted 
California legislature has prepared for it 

On Feb. 16, Assembly Bill 387 was introduced 
by Speaker Bob Moretti and says in part: “This act 
is an emergency statute. In order that the loss of 
federal funds does not curtail essential social 
service programs, it is necessary that this act take 
immediate effect.” 

In the final version, the bill transfers 
$8,806,500 from the State’s Genera] Fund to the 
Department of Education for purposes of 
replacing any loss of federal revenue to existing 
child care programs in California - at least through 
this fiscal year (June 30). 

Such legislaion would insure the survival of 
various child care services including pre-school, 
migrant day care, and campus day care. 

Bill 387 has since passed both houses of the 
legislature by unanimous vote, and according to 
Moretti spokesmen, is now on Governor Reagan’s 
desk, awaiting his signature. 

Also according to Moretti spokesmen, rumots 
on the rise in Washington indicate that HEW 
cutback proposals are being reconsidered at this 
time - due in large part to the response of 
concerned citizens.

Are two ex-convicts, one 
formerly a drug addict, capable 
of composing poetry about 
beauty and love? 


The first reading in the “Poets 
from Prison” series, organized 
by the Criminal Justice 
department, proved that this was 
possible. The poets, Peter Guido 
and Bobby Leesha, captivated 
the audience with their 
intriguing and genuinely 
interesting works about prison 
life 


The purpose of the series is to 
illustrate the many changes 
taking place within the prisons. 
But, there are also problems 
outside the prisons, such as 
stigmas being attached to 
prisoners upon their release. 
Attitudes must be changed to 
reveal the potentialities of these 
people. In effect, we must 
change the conditions both 
inside and out. 


Both poets are currently 
attending CSUS. Peter Guido, 
who is majoring in English, is 
teaching a class and planning to 
become a teacher. Bobby 
Leesha, a jazz artist and painter, 
is planning to publish a book 
that will be entitled “The Many 
Faces Of Me.” 

It is difficult to conceive 
what would go through a man’s 
mind while in prison. Peter quit 
being uptight about being locked 
up.

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CANCER CONTROL IN PROGRESS

I am sitting in a classroom and 
someone in the corner lights up 
a cigarette. His actions 
generally provide another 
smoker with the impluse to do 
the same, and before jong | am 
trapped in the middle 
reluctantly inhaling second hand 
fumes. 

This situation occurs so often 
that non-smokers usually imbive 
the equivalent of two cigarettes 
a day, just attending classes 

In last semester's Hornet, Bob 
Warren aired his viers 
concerning this problem 

“I feel that I am justified in 
saying that { have a right to 
demand that people sitting near 
me in a public place (and indeed 
anywhere in a classroom which 
lacks any real cross ventilation) 
refrain from smoking until they 
are outside or in the privacy of 
their own car or home. 

“What I hope for is that people 
will be considerate of my own 
convictions, and that their own 
conscience will prompt them to 
respect my wishes...my position 
is this: though you may possibly 
have a right to abuse your own 
body, I have a right to try to 
keep mine healthy.” 

According to the American 
Cancer Society, exposure to 
smoking environment causes 
measurable effects on many 
ron-smokers. Increased heart 
rute, and an increased amount of 
carbon dioxide in the blood are 
good examples of 
measurable effects. External 
invitations include eye and nose 
symptoms, headache, sore 
throat, cough, hoarseness, 
nausea and dizziness 

For anyone who wants to 
become better acquainted with 
these sensations, visit Los 
Angeles for a few days. But, of 
course, if you would rather not 
travel so far, attend a rock 
concert at the Memorial 
Auditorium. There you can 
actually see a cloud of 
tobacco/ cannibis fumes 
billowing overhead 
Outgoing U.S. Surgeon General 
Jessie L. Steinfield in his 1972 
report on tobacco and health, 


to 


said that smoking in the 
presence of a non-smoker might 
be considered an act of 
agression. Cigarette smokers ina 
«rowded , ill ventilated room or 
automobile can up the level of 
carbon monoxide to the danger 
point, perhaps beyond. 

Furthermore, the American 
Cancer Society states 
‘*Experiments show levels of 
carbon monoxide in a_ smail 
room where cigarettes are being 
smoked can rise to 50 parts per 
million. At that level, after an 
hour and a half, the non-smoker 
has trouble discriminating time 
intervals and visual and sound 
cues. In a closed automobile, 10 
cigarettes raise the carbon 
monoxide level to 100 parts per 
million At that point, 
non-smokers as well as smokers 
will have trouble with eye-hand 
coordination.” 

The cigarette advertising ban 
for TV, and reduced tar and 
nicotine level had a nill effect on 
cigarette consumption. 541 
billion cigarettes were consumed 
in the 1970-71 fiscal year, as 
opposed to 530.3 billion the 
previous year. Contributing to 
this rising figure is an increase in 
smoking among women and 
teenagers, prompted by an 
incredible advertising campaign 
appearing in print media. 

While the cigarette industry has 
cut its tar and nicotine levels in 
half over the last 15 years, its

advertising bill is still about 25 
times what the ACS has for 
education on all aspects of 
cancer. The federal government 
spends some 30 times as much in 
subsidies to tobacco growers and 
for exports and sales abroad as it 
makes available for health 
education on the dangers of 
cigarettes 

The majority of smokers 
believe the evidence against 
them, with the exception of the 
high school youth, who 
consistently ignores any kind of 
advice unless it is sanctioned by 
his peer group. But the evidence 
is substantial and while a smoker 
trying to become a non-smoker 


is going through withdrawal, he 


ought to remember these 
important facts concerning 
smoking. 


In a two year period almost 
twice as many heavy smokers as 
non-smokers are hospitalized. 
Smokers do not, on the average, 
enjoy the kind of health 
non-smokers have. 

Cigarettes are the greatest Cause 
of preventable death in the U.S. 
Many will argue ‘hat air pollution 
is responsible for lung cancer. 
However this is not true. 75% of 
lung cancer cases could be 
prevented if people never started 
smoking. Before air pollution 
even enters the picture as a 








Want to Quit Smoking? 


Those on campus who wish to 
quit smoking but cannot 
without some specialized aid 
should look into the 
Psychology Department Stop 
Smoking Clinic. The clinic will 
refund its $25 fee to patients 
who can quit smoking for three 
months. Dr. Joseph Morrow, 
director of the clinic, stated, 
‘Instead of returning their 


money if they don’t quit, we 
will return it if they do quit. 
This way we will be making 
quitting even more attractive.” 
The program involves 45 
contact hours in a year’s 
duration with each patient. 
Admitting to the promotional 
gimmick, Morrow confessed, 
“We'll only be able to return all 
the fee for the first half dozen or 
so clients, however we do intend 


Student Art Show -- A Lot of Nothing

Abstract impressions of 


nothingness - that’s what awaits 
you at the Student Gallery 
today. Michael Hayes has been 
exhibiting his current collection 
of oils, pastels and drawings 
since last Wednesday and will be 
closing the show tonight. 

This is the kind of art show 
that you either like or hate, 
depending on your knowledge 
and/or taste in art. Completely 
non-objective art puzzles the 
average person because it makes 
no attempt to create a picture of 
“*something;”’ instead, feelings 
are formed through the interplay 
of light and dark, color against 
color. 

Several of the paintings in this 


show are very exciting — free, 
forceful, and totally uninhibited 
Color and design are handied in 
a fresh, original style. Some of 
the others don’t effect me one 
way or the other.

Hayes combines art with 
poetry, tacking an original poem 
to the wall to complement his 
work.

causitive factor, one has to 
consider, radioactivity in certain 
mines, asbestos, chromates, 
nickel, hot gases from tar, and 
dust from gas generators, and 
other elements that have yet to 
be identified. But on the top of 
the list is cigarettes 

After a confirmed smoker's 
lungs have become Swiss cheese, 
and he finds it hard to breath 
even after the slightest exertion, 
he has developed emphysema. If 
the disease is unchecked, the 
struggle to breath becomes a 
constant effort. As emphysema 
spreads through the lungs, 
normal columnar and goblet 
cells disappear and squamous 
cancer cells appear in great 
numbers. Eventually the lungs 
get very little oxygen and 
infectious bacteria thrive in this 
environment. Surgical removal 
of a lung does not necessarily 
check the disease. Many times 
cancer is found in the adrenal 
glands, the liver, and the brain. 
The rest goes without saying. 

The American Cancer Society 
has published a list of tips to 
help the smoker abandon his 
habit. 

1. Find a strong incentive to 
quit. 

2. Tell your friends you're 
quitting. 

3. Pick a date and get yourself 
mentally ready for it. 

4. Try halfway measures like 
tapering off. 

5. Store up on temporary 
substitutes like gum, celery, 
carrots, etc 

6. Throw out visible signs of 
smoking like ashtrays, lighters, 
matches. 

7. Sit in the non-smoking 
section of the movies, buses, etc. 
Make it inconvenient to smoke. 

8. Avoid smoking-related 
activities for the first few days 
of quitting like morning coffee, 
or a drink, or idle time. 

9. Reprogram your thinking: “I 
am comfortable without a 
cigarette.” “I don’t want a 
cigarette.” 

10. Drink plenty of water.
